Up to the sixteenth century pins lind 
been made of all sorts of 'woocl, bouo and 
silver, the poorest classes using a son ol' 
small 'wooden skewer ; but whuu tho nictiil 
pin was iirst introduced it boi an-".'.' si sen 
a sort of luxury, us wo have siiid, ami 
with it is iissociuleil a curious eustmn dl' 
the same and later periods —lhal of 
making gifts of money and weariii;; ap- 
parel to ladies of any rank or sliiiicni. 
Tlie queen was not avcr.se to receiviii:; a 
gift of gold pi-i o.-; U- m any of her sub- 
jects; but ill order to ..^ivo tlie piu-enl an 
nir of conferring a favor on the donor a 
spoclal occasion was made for such gifts. 
New Year's and Wliilsimliile, and oilier 
holiduj's being appuinted by fashion for 
these donations, and a little fiu '.lier ilust 
■wue thrown into the e3'es of delicae\ Uy 
calling theui "piu-moucj's" or "glove 
moneys. "

IBISE LAND PUBCHA8E. 

The debate on Lurd Ashboarne'a Lnnd 
Purchase Bill was signalized by a thought 
ful and modcrato speech from Lord Spun- 
cur, in which, aftor pointiiif,' ""t tho f,'ri"'Vu 
objuotioiiB that may uiiquostioimbly bo 
urged against any hirgo and liberal achuino 
for opening tho Irish land market, he con- 
cluded by saying that no one wished the 
measare greater succeas than hedid. As the 
late Lord Lieutenant did not propose any 
amendments to the bill in ooramittoe, his 
criticisms, though thoy aro worthy of coii- 
sideration, must be regarded as, more or 
less, of an academic character. Tlio most 
practical part of L ird Spencer's wiirnings 
— especially in the light of recent events 
— is the reminder that the success of any 
plan of the kind depends, among other 
things, on tho maintenmico of law and 
order, on tho roprcasion of organizud in- 
timidation, iind on ihu prntoctiun of indi- 
viduals in ihu exorcise of tiioir liuvful oc- 
cupations against tho terrorism of secret 
societies and leagues asserting an author- 
ity higher than that of the Queen's gov- 
erninentand tho Queen's courts. This 
admoni'.ion called forth from Lord Salis- 
bury a juat and iiuiBp^ 'Iceii tribute to L ird 
Spencer's viceregal adiiiinlbtriUion, wiiicb 
is in salient contra.it -.Yitli tho tone of 
some of the prime minister's colloasiuca 
in the house of cuminun.s last wuelc. L ird 
Spencer, tho prime minister said, had 
lifted the duties of tne Viceroyalty in 
Ireland far above the ordiiuiry luvel of 
party struggles, and, though the conser- 
vatives in tho house of lords had occasion 
more than once to criticise his policy in 
its objects and its measures, they did not 

deny that the late viceroy had cunsistenly I warm 6no September. 



Eastern Canada Mail. 

(Per Northern Paciflo Raiiwny.) 

Montreal, Aug. G. — The traffic re- 
ceipts on tho Oanatiian Paeiliu for the 
ten days ending July 21, were $120,- 
000 more than for the same period last 
year. The Grand Trunk receipts lust 
week show a decrease of §38,200. 

A returned volunteer named Boll 
has been arrested for eaibu/.i-Jenie'it. 
Some time previous to tiio rebellion 
his employers discovered liiiii to be an 
embezzler, and he lied to tho States. 
Returning he was forgiven and re-em 
ployed on condition that he made good 
Ilia shortage. Ho soon fell Sl,.5O0 be- 
hind, and again left for tho States. Re- 
turning again on the opening of tlio re- 
bellion, he joined the G5tli, and got 
safely away to tho Northwest. His 
presence in the city was not discover- 
ed until to day. 

A cable desjiatch says that Hon. 
Mr. Ohapleau, Secretary of State, has 
consulted Dr. Guyat, a celebrated ex- 
pert in Paris, who ia confident of cur- 
ing him. 

Ottawa, Aug. 6. — A private tele- 
gram from St. Andrews, N. B., says 
that Sir Leonard Tilloy's physicians 
have onlered absolute rest for him as 
the only means of restoration to liealtli, 
ami the orders are being carried out, to 
the letter, lie is not even allowed to 
receive telegrams. 

Toronto, Aug. 7. — The Internation- 
al cricket match ended this aftenioon. 
Total score — United States, 10.5; Cana- 
da, 14:4. The Governor-CJt.'neral visited 
the grounds and lunched with the play 
ers, who were introduced to him. 

Ottawa, Aug. 6. — Two yoaraago Prof. 
E. Stone Wiggins foretold that this would 
be a Cdld wet summer, and claims that 
tho other weathor prophets founded tlieir 
announcements on his. tie tliought there 
vvould be a frost Inst night, and vspeuts 
to see frost this month, succeeded by a 



pursued "a high and manly cuurso. 
Lord Salisbury went on toe.xpress his en- 
tiro agreement with Lord Spencer in re- 
garding tho measure as an e.\perin!enta.l 
one, dependent mainly for its success on 
tho maintenance of order and tho rejjros- 
■ion of terrorism. "If," he said, "a con- 
dition of disorder is to be perpetrated, if 
men cannot pursue their daily toil free 
from danger of molestation and in- 
timidation, and cannot exercise their 
rights under the protection of 
the law, if the government is not 
administered ecjually, strongly, and 
justly, then I fear that this bill, or, in- 
deed, any bill inspired by tho same hopes, 
must inevitably fail." But, according to 
Lord Salisbury, Her Majesty's ministers 
intend to secure tho fultihnent of the con- 
ditions which he agrees with Lord Spen- 
cer as regarding as inlispensablu for the 
Bucoeas of the bill and the effective ad- 
ministration of Irish affairs. The Duke 
of Argyll repeated, in a more omphatic 
form, the ecunomical and i)olitical argu- 
ments ag;»iii3t the bill which Lord Spen- 
cer had suggested, though ho had nut 
given practical eli'ect to them in tho shape 
of amendments. Hat the temptation to 
diverge into an analysis of the mischiev- 
ous effects of the act of 1881 proved too 
much for tho Duke. Ho was answered in 
a defiant spirit by Lord drlingford. If 
we did not remember that Lord Carling- 
ford proved to his own satisfaction, when 
he was in charge of the land bill, that it 
would not in the stnallest degree impair 
the value of the landowner's property, we 
should feel more astonishment at his con- 
tention that the closing of the land mar- 
ket in Ireland has not boon the result of 
that legislation. The objections urged by 
Lord Spencer wore examined in detail by 
Lord Ashbourne, wlio was probably justi- 
fied in the observation that they wore 
prompted rather by a desire to justify 
Mr. Trevelyan's abortive bill than to cen 
sure the present measure, to which, in- 
deed, as we have said, the late viceroy 
wished all success. There is no reason to 
believe that any local bodies intrusted 
with fiscal powers in Ireland, under a now 
scheme of county government, will be in- 
clined to give eli'ect, any morn than tho 
existing grand jurie.s, to guarantees se- 
curing tho capital advanced to purchasing 
tenants. It is certain that in cases of de- 
fault the sympathies of the local bodies, 
however constituted, would be, not with 
the State, but with the tenantry, and, as 
Lord Salisbury remarked, the interven- 
tion uf an orgai.ized body, in such cir- 
cumstances, ia likely to hinder rather 
rather than, to help tho enforcement of 
the public rights. 



A Cruet Murder. 

Paris, Aug. 4. A cruel murder is 
reported from Anibigny, in the depart- 
ment of Ci,. I , t wpnty-.SBven miles north 
ofBourge.s, Julie Vaucier, 'he eighteen- 
year old daughter of a respect able 
farmer, hao h-jen missing for over a 
week. The girl b-fi, ono inorning to 
visit an aunt who liv.-> ;i few miles dis- 
tant. She never reae her relative, 
and nothing was kiioun of her where- 
abouts until yesterday, when her body 
was found in u small affluent of the 
Nure. Ji is clear that a very brutal 
murder has been conimittecl. The girl's 
hands were fastened together by wire 
twisted round her wrists and her 
auklea were secured in the same fash- 
ion, and her lips were literally sewed 
together with line wire. A medical ex- 
amination re'/eals the fact that the un- 
fortunate girl was horrible outraged. 
The girl in coing to her annt's had to 
pass in the vicinity of a wire factory, 
and it is supposed the girl was seized 
by some of the workmen and treated 
in this horrible manner. It is nnder- 
slood tliat Jkl. Gobiet, the Minister of 
Justice, has instructed the detective de- 
partment to make a cipecial investiga- 
tion, and if po.ssible, arrest the mis- 
creants. 



IChc ITIuiistcr B:tiik Failtirc. 

Dublin-, Aug, 5:--^Tlio disastrous 
failure of the Muiister Bank has had a 
surprising reflex effect upon even the 
most substantia! institutions in the 
cO'Untry. At a directors' ini-i^tingof the 
gi.-eat Prcvincial JJank of Ireland to- 
day, it was rei)orteci that llicro liad 
been a reduction of (ioposits during the 
past month of no less than .51,000,000. 
All this is directly traceable to the 
Hcare over the Munster failure and it 
has caused a very uneasy feeling among 
the directors, who fear that the pub- 
licity now given to the shrinkage in 
deposits will cause a disastrous run 
upon the bank. 



Mo.ntreal, Aug. 6. — ]\Ir. A. Jlclvenzie 
Forbes, who has long held a prominent 
position here ns nijent for the (Queen's 
Insurance Company, died this innrniiig 
from tho bursting ol a blood vease! in the 
region of tho brain on Mi nday last. De- 
ceased remained nnconticious until hia 
death. He was at business on Saturday 
last. His wife and family was absent at 
Cacouna. Deceased was a native of 
Scotland, and came out hero in 1817 t.:i 
establish the company which he haa pre- 
sided over since. Ho was greatly oeloumed 
and tho utmost sympathy is felt for his 
wife and family. Deceased had only at- 
tained 02 years of age. 

A young man named Ohas. May, 23 
years old, who lived with his mother here 
and was studying for a lawyer, is thought 
to have committed suicide. He became 
insaFio because a young lady to whom he 
was engaged threw him over and married 
another lover. Ho has boon twice con- 
fined in a lunatic aaylun, but finally was 
brought homo as hia iieiioral health ;.'ave 
way. On Monday last ho cboaped from 
tho house and no tidings have since been 
heard of him.

Whatever excuse there may have boon 
for the publication and sale of this par- 
ticular form of poison in London by tho 
Pall Mall Gazette, there is no excuse at 
all for the importation and sale of it here. 
There it is perhaps a necessary sort of 
nuisance. Hero it ia plague-matter, with- 
out any necessity^ at all, and it should bo 
destroyed. The collector of customs in 
Toronto once acted in a very vigorous 
manner in a case of this kind. We trust 
lie will do tho like again, and ho will find 
the voice of tho city and tho country just 
as strong in his favor now as it was then.

In his "Uoligo 
Land" Henry M. Stanley describes a 
alave-pcn. It ia not pleasant reading, but 
IS a literal description of tho first stages 
of bondage, and a good antidote for any 
sentimentality on the subject. Stanley 
writes :

The reputed fossilized giant, said tu 
be found at Happy Valley and sold to 
Captain A. B. McCallum, lulo i.if the 
Ninety-first reRimor.t, Princess Lniiisu's 
Own Higlilandera, seeiiiB to bu cnusing as 
much trouhle as Ihough it was pusstissed 
of auiination. Oiiptiaii McOallum called 
at this ofBce la&b uvuniug with the infur- 
mation that it had been seized by the oua- 
toma officials, it having been reported ob 
entered under value. I'ho circumstances 
of the caao, ns ruportod by the bu^'ur of 
the figure, nru thosi;: On inspeotmy it he 
came to the conclusimijwith iniuiy others, 
that it n'as ft prcdiictioi; of niiturc, .".iid 
purshasod it for tlio sum of £[]Q0. Yiui- 
OQB items in the papers led the polico to 
believe that the case waaoueof awindliQR, 
and at the custom-house it was learned 
that a box of liniestoiio had boon entered 
from .tholdaho by a man niuiiod Porter, mid 
the appraiser viewing it, tlio sum of §1 
was paid as duty on the iimcstonu as Huch. 
The police consulted with (Japtaiii McCal- 
lunnj and desired him to prosecute Dubois, 
the vendor, for fraud. This the captain 
refused to do, saying that he did not be- 
lieve he was awindled, and if ho was, that 
was his business — lio was cunteiit. The 
police then induced the custouia authori- 
ties to seize the giatit for niiderv-nl nation, 
which was done yesterday aftornoonj and 
the broad arrow placed on the box. 

Thia Oapt. McCallum thinks a most 
arbitrary proceeding. If the 6gure is an 
artificial production, then it is valueless 
other than aa a piece of stone and the 
duty paid is correct; if it is an antiquity, 
tt work of nature, then it is entitled to 
free entry. In either case the captain is 
of^opinion that aa a stranger, ho has been 
treated to a great deal of unnecessiiry an- 
noyance. If, as the poliuu aver, it is a 
fraud, the mere fact uf the purchaser be- 
ing foolish enough to pay §1500 fur it does 
not heighten its intrinsic value one dollar 
and would net entitle the customs to col- 
lect on a proportionate amount. 

The vendor and his aaaociatea in the 
find have fuiniabed Oapt McCallum an 
affidavit to the effect that they had no 
previous knowlodgo of the imn^e up to 
the time they struck on it in the viryiii 
soil and primeval forest of Ilappy Valley. 
Should it develop that otherwise is the 
fact, then there is a clear ease for prose 
cution for obtaining money by fraud. 

The purcliaser still has faith tliat the 
giant la a fossil, liaving had o.^leiisivo 
exporiencain aucli matterf, and piirchaaed 
it *or the purpose of furwarding it to the 
British museum. If it is a fraud then it 
is one of the must cleverly e:cecuted that 
has ever been done.

Generally speaking a stranger visiting 
British Columbia, indeed tho whole of 

Canada, is rather favorably iiupresaed with 
the reverence observed for liie law on all 
aidea, and the fact that our pooplo are 
generally law-abiding, makes it the 
more remarkable that thoy should tolerate 
the stale of uUairs which thia rotten ad- 
ministration reveals. I duu't attempt tu 
enter into any defence of tho law, though 
1 confess I am not altogether favorable 
to it. It Was p.isstd, however, by tlio 
parliaiiiont of empire, by tlio legislators 
eleetiirs of the people, and it is therefore 
the duty of all good citizens, whether they 
approve of the law or otherwise, to accvpt 
ic, Fox pupuH vox Uien. At present 
the adnuiiisiration of the law ia entuilint! 
a serious burden on tho cotninunity, whilu 
the

is just as great as it would have been 
without the passage of tho law. It has 

been my lot to watch the working of the 
law, and the action of the Uoinuuoii polico 
to (piite a coiiaiderablo extent on thia 
riiihiiiid work, and I venture to expreas 
the opinion, which I do with all aoleinni- 
ty and with the knowlodgo that hundreds 
of ynur readers will bear me out that it 
would be ill! possible to find a more dis- 
reputable exhibition than is ihe supposed 
administration of this law by tho auchori 
ties appointed. Thougli the penalties 
ag.iinat the importation and sale of whis 
kuys are ixceasivoly heavy, though the 
channels through which litiuora may be 
brought are few and can easily bo 
watched, the whisky finds its way without 
any difficulty into tho nuinurous camps 
along tho rond.

under the very eyes of the police. No4 
attempt at ooiicoalmont ia made; no at- 
tempt ia made to cheek it. Occasionally, 
it 18 true, a stray barrel of tho "precious 
boverridge" is captured and taken to the 
police barracks, but whether it is pourod 
oat onto tho ground and thua destroyed, 
aa tho law ro()Uiros, or kept fur the nour- 
iahiuent of the languishing occupants of 
these quarters, I cannot tell. It ia quite 
a notorious faci that some iiieii, aa though 
they w"ro favored with aoine special dis- 
pensation, can get liquor through the for- 
bidden grounds, right under the eyes of 
tho polico and in broad daylight, while 
others not so favored are pounced upon 
and subjected to the martyrdom of the 
luw. Tho natural inference dr.iwn from 
this rumarkable obtuseuoss to aome and 
equally remarkable severity with othera 
on the part of the police leads all reason- 
able people to the conclusion that thoro is

law governing the matter; and while tho 
authorities aro paid by the statu to exo- 
cato tho latter, they can and do make 
very conaiderable gain by a paiitataking 
and watchful attention to the formor. I 
have aeon all thia sort of thing at such 
towns aa Donald, on the first croaaing of 
the Columbia; at Farwell, on the second 
croaaing; at tho Beaver, and in fact at all 
tho atationa between the latter point and 
Shuawap, and I am more convinced tho 
more I see of it that the adminiatratioii 
of tho law by no means redounds to the 
credit of tho administrators. In one of 
these towns there was, when I visited it, 
about '15 saloons out of about 75 houses. 
Whisky was openly aold, apparently with 
tho 

H.NTIltK ArrilODATION OF TlIU POLICR. 

Indeed, in ono town it was authoritatively 
ataleil that an ofiicial of the force owns 
and runa one of these saloons, and thus 
makes a double profit out of tho very 
thing which he has been specially appoint- 
ed to atop. It is higli time that the atten- 
tion of the outside public were called to 
the .siato uf things exiatiiig. If whisky 
i.s to be 8nld openly, let it bo aold, by all 
means; but if there is to be prohibition, 
some nieiisures should aurnly be taken to 
carry it into effect. They say "it is easy 
to drive a coacli atitl four through any act 
of pirliaiiient," hut the aight ib rerlaiiily 
not oiiturtaining to a nation wlu'ii tho 
couch is driven, as in this inatanoe, by the 
very authorities who are paid to pre- 
vent it. 

'i'lli: o.\perience of tho manufacturers of 
the ".Myrtle Navy" tobacco ia a valuable 
lesson in political economy. Previous to 
their commencing that hrand, the tobacco 
made of tho lineat Virginia leaf waa al- 
wiiyn held iit fancy i^rioes, and out up in 
Some fancy style of maiiufacturt!. It was 
thi.)iight that only the rich could buy such 
tobacco, and at the old prices none but 
che rich could buy it. The makers uf tho 
"Myrtle Navy" resolved to strip the man- 
ufacture of tho tobacco of all its fancy 
costs and put their proSt at so low a rate 
thut 111) competitor 01 uld po.ssibly luuler- 
Hell them with the same quality of article. 
From the very iirat until now their rate 
of profit has been a uniform potcontago 
upon the cost. It is their oiionnoua sales 
which make their luw rata of profit a sat- 
isfactory one in tho agL;regato, and alao 
oivcs them their firm hold upon the mar- 
ket. Their succoaa is an excellent losaon 
for inanufaclurers to study over.

At 3:30 Siiiiduy morning tho oiiorgotio 
agent of tho express and stage company, 
Mr. Coatea, rapped on the door and in- 
formed us ihat we had bolter prepare for 
our ride. Although sometimes excess- 
ively warm during the day, the atmos- 
phere of Clinton in the evening is delic- 
iously cool, and ono sloops with great 
comfort. Our early distii.-banco from a 
comfortable bed to a very chilly morning 
air was by no means agreeable, and in our 
light summer suit we ahivored while the 
agent with lantern in hand was harness- 
ing the horses. It waa a quarter to four 
when ovorything was in readiness, tho 
four horaea^attached, two of wdiich had 
only boon taken wild from tho range in 
tho Okanagan country a few days before. 
With another passenger wo mount to the

to balance tho freight that is on tho boot 
and inside. A good start ia made, and 
we trot down street, over tho open plain, 
climb the hill, our driver speaking sooth- 
ingly to tho horses and urging the new 
wheelers on. Thoy are at first very fright- 
ened in the harness, and do not 
understand what is required of thom; 
howovur, tho leaders work hard, and there 
is no recourse to the wheelers but to trot 
along, doing a little sometimes without 
being aware uf it, and no doubt longing 
to be back again to their wild freedom on 
the Okanagan hilla. Tho driver's groat 
coat ia wrapped around us, but we aro 
still miserably cold, and at last climb 
down to tho inside of tho coach, curl up 
on a pile of grain bags and the seat, and 
forgot everything in a nap. Wo pass 
Dougherty's ranch, and in a little while 
after pull up at the

kept by Mr. iMamlorf, where a change of 
huraea ia to be made. It ia not 6 o'clock, 
but lliero is a warm firo in the stove in 
tho bar, and pi o;iaratioii3 aro going on 
fur brt^akfast, winch we are aocn informed 
is ready. Our apucitites have been whetted 
by the moriuiig air of tho mountains, and 
we -it down prepared to do justice to tho 
meal. It is a pleasant surprise, being the 
beai breakfast we h.ive partaken of in the 
[jroviMcu. L)oili:ii chicken, t ow laid egL'o, 
rich cream and delicious cofleo, biacuit 
and buiter, hot cakes and pien, making a 
most satisfactory meal Our hol-aes are 
ready, and wo again mount to tho elevated 
aeat, feeling in better humor to enjoy tho 
drive and aeonory. The sun has just 
peeped over tho hills, and lit up tho 
mountain sides and tho valleys with thoir 
waving tielda of grain; the air is warmer, 
and our spirits heighten as we dash along 
tho road. Tliero ia a charm about the 
lonely and lovely scene that keeps us st- 
ent, drinking in the beauties with inward 
pleasure. Fairly good time is made, the 
drivnr being now and not knowing tho 
road, while a couple of wild horses aro 
again in the traces. Wo stop every once 
in a while at

ir. easy reach of the driver, where mail 
matter la deposited for transmission and 
dcdivery. Cargyle'e hotel is stopped at for 
a couple of minutes for the mail, and wo 
again resumo our journey. Shortly after 
we strike tho commeiicemeiit of "Sand- 
ford's ditch." 'I'lio owner possessod a 
ranch near the Thonipaon, below Cache 
creek, and in order to got water on it had 
plans prepared for a ditch from Hat creek 
tu the ranch, the engineer claiming that 
it waa feasible. Tina ditch crosses and 
rocrosBCB tho road, at times along the hill- 
aide, over gullies, whore it ia boxed, and 
reaches to aoiiio diatmico beyond Cache 
crook, whore it crosses tho Cariboo road 
and is lost sight of artmnd the hill. Nino 
or ten thousand dollars were spent on 
this lengthy irrigating waterway, but, un- 
fortunately for Uie projector, he could not 
make tho 

WATBE RUN VP HILL, 

and the water never reached tho ranch. 
Deapito its failure, it gives tho evidence 
that tho rancher was a man of push and 
energy, and there ia always sympathy for 
him aiid the wish that he had succoedod 
in his great undertaking. 

Rains have boon very plentiful through 
the district and a couple of days previoua 
there was very heavy ahowera. Thia was 
evident from tho atate of the road,and juat 
before we reach the 'first bridge over the 



Bonaparte at Cacho Creek, tho road is 
furrowed through, thero having been a 
cloud-burst far above and the water rush- 
ing down has cut a passage for itself to 
the river. A foot of water was on the 
bridge the day of the rain, and it ia now 
thickly covered with mud. 

At Cache creek our hnraoa are again 
changed, express and mail matter put on 
board, and a frosh start ia made, this time 
for

on tho railway lino. .Semlin's.Stewart'saiid 
Wilawii'a raiiehea aie paa.sod, too graili 
fields looking inviting. At Engineer 
Hamblin'a iiouse the second crossing pro- 
posed for tho bridge ia pointed out. The 
road to this would have an easy grade to 
the water, with plenty of feed for citock on 
the hills on both aides. We climb up and 
down hill, until we reach 11 icky Point, 
opposite Peniiie'a ranch, where mail mat- 
ter is placed in tho way box. Up and 
down wo go until wo are on a very 
high bench land. This is one level plain 
thousands uf acres in extent, and looks ua 
though it should be highly cultivated, but 
there ia not a green thing to be seen, sago 
and wormwood everywhere. P,irt of thia 
18 an Indian reservation. Water for irri- 
gating could bo easily obtained several 
miloa back, and there is no reason why 
this largo tract should not bo converted 
from its barrenness to one of the most 
productive agricultural .sections in the 
country. By a long 3teo|) road we get 
down on another extensive t r.ict of bind, 
and from thia to still another and thence 
by a steep winding road to tho bridge 
over 

deauman's cukek. 
riiia is a mountain .stream and is mined 
successfully by the Cliuieae ab'-u; night 
miles up from the lirid-jo wh. re is i.is > a 
stock run of tlu^ staiji.) CDiiii'^iiiy. It is 
situated between high hills aiui fruin I he 
ravine wo have to agniii eliini) by a tortu- 
ous road to the high bench lands once 
more, and not very long afterward wo ob- 
tain a view of tV o beautiful .slu-et of w.itor 
known as Lake Kamloups. Still deacT.iid- 
iiig, we arrive at the old town of 

SAVONa's EEKltV 
now duvoid of busineas, the railway line 
having concontratod t!ie chief portion 
on tho opposite shore of the lake. Mor 
Majesty's mail is left at the pest oUice, 
lU^d we are again on the muvu, down hill, 
and over the goVernmunt bridge, span- 
ning the bright clear water of tho Thomp 
son here rushing rapidly, tho festive sal- 
mon diaportiiig occaaionally in the air to 
relieve the monotony of tho water (!X- 
iatence. A couple of miles from the bridgo 
we pull up at our dustinatioii tho express 
and stage offioo, and go ovur to tho hotel 
to rofreah ouraelvea, feeling dirty front nur 
long ride, and hungry from our protracted 
fast.

The lloi) Kec Failure. 

The failure of the firm of Hop Keo it 
Co., San Francisco, which was chronicled 
in our djapatchea of yesterday will alfuct 
tho different branches of that houae in the 
province. The suspension of the firm waa 
caused through the neglect of the princi- 
pals here to liquidate nolea accruing duo. 
O 10 thousand dollars at tho right moment 
would have prevented tho disaster. This 
however was not sent, and tho note not 
being met, an attachment was made, and 
all other creditors followed suit.

ince are being generally advertized to bo 
diaposed of by legal procoaa to liquidate 
tho claim. An effort will bo made to re- 
strain the judginont so that a settlemeiii 
can be arrived at l/t)'„ut,e'i the two bvoth 
ors — Chuck Fan and Chu Fan — wliicli is 
at present nnpoasible. Chuck Fan ia sole 
partner in the Hop Keo house, which is 
the main stem of tho buainesa, Kv/oiig 
Lee & Co. and the five interior atores be- 
ing branches. In these Chu Fan claims 
a partiierahip, whereas in tho San Fran- 
cisco house ho merely draws a percentage 
of the profits for his inaiiagomont of tho 
business. 

The unfortunate suit hero would eui- 
dently seem to have brought ruin to the 
whole business, and if it continues in its 
present crippled and chaotic statu, there 
is the prospect that creditura and lawyers 
will have the firm'a reputed wealth, and 
they in their old age bo reduced to pov- 
erty.

Albernl Valley. 

Rev. Donald Fraaer, paator'bf the Pan- 
dora street Presbytorian church, recently 
made a trip to tho Alberni settlement. 
The rev. gentleman went in by way of 
Barclay Sound, and mado quite an ex- 
tended tour among tho auttlors, who num- 
ber 80, tho greater part of wdiom havo 
settled thero during the past year. The 
farms aro acattered along the Soinsas riv- 
er, in the neighborhood of Sproat's lake, 
and continue up tho valley for a long dis- 
tance. Crops during the p.'nt season 
have not turned out so well aa anticipat- 
ed, on account of the lack of rain, but 
settlers aa ,i general thing are satisfied, 
and intond making the valley tho moat 
prosperous and productive on the island. 
So far as known there are locations auf- 
ficiont for over a hundred more families. 
The land at present taken up is alder 
bottom with stretches of prairie, acme of 
the farms having fine frontage to tho 
water. * 

Tho Soinnsa river above tho falls is very 
rapid and would furnish excellent Water 
power for mills. ,Fiih and gamn are most 
plentiful in tho near neighborhood, the 
streams and lakes teeming with fine trout, 
while grouse and deer are numoruua, and 
bears also in plenty. 

Tho old mill company own about 1000 
acres on the east aide of tho Alberni ca- 
nal, iieai its head, and are now talking of 
surveying this into town lota and dispos- 
ing of them to tljo beat advantage. It 
would prove a most oxcelloiit town site. 

About 200 Indians are located on their 
reservations, one tribe on either side of 
the river. '11 ey are very industrious, 
and are now chiefly absent picking hiqia 
in tho Puyallup valley, W. T. While 
preferring Christianity thoy still retain 
their old superstitions. Tho body of an 
Indian girl had boon taken across the 
river in a canoo a fow days previous for 
burial. The canoe was left on tho river 
bank to decay, all tho Indians refusing tu 
touch it. 

A good trail ia made on one aide of the 
river, and Mr. Mollet had just blazed out 

the route for another on tho opposite 
side, which would reach from tho head of 
the canal to tl;e old dam at .Sproat's lake. 

During the stay at Alberni, Rev. Mr. 
Frasor hold religious services every even- 
ing in the house uf J Mollet, Esq., J. P., 
which were well attended and enjoyed by 
the settlers. 

The return journey was made on foot 
ovorbiiid lo Qualicuni. At this jjoint a 
atay for tho night was mado, putting up 
at Qiiaiiciim Tom'a hotel. This oiitcr- 
pri-smg Indian haa erected a lari/o barn- 
like atructuro ou tho reaervalion. The 
door is covered with 'rushe.^, while alonjj 
the sides is a framework of poles, split 
cedar boards and feather beds. A lirat- 
claas meal is furnished for 50 cents. If 
the sleeper happens to bo wakeful ho can 
watch the stars twinkling through the 
hundreds of cracks in the roof of the ho- 
tel do tjualicum, and study astronomy. 
I'om is a moat obliging and attentive boat 
and evidently takes great pride in looking 
after tho wants of hia white guests. Ho 
alao canoes thom to tho steamer in the 
morning, which is unable tu make a land- 
ing at Qualicum.

From the Orient. 

JAPAN. 

Heavy raina during June inundated tho 
uuighborhsod of Daska and a portion of 
tho city. Nearly 4000 lives were loat, 
and property to the amount of nearly 
•S2, 000 ,000 was destroyed. Groat suller- 
iiig exisla in tho Hooded country. 

All hopes of getting the City of Tokio 
off the rocks at Sagaiui have at last been 
abandoned, and it haa been decided to 
wreck the voasel. The ship appears to 
have swayed vertically upon her fore part, 
which waa pinned to the rocka, as if upon 
•I hinge, with tho result tliat each ssvell, 
lifting the greater portion of the hull sev- 
eral feet upward, dropped the whole with 
great force us it subsided and receded. 
Viewed from tho outside, tho ship pro- 
aeiita no appearance of damage, and tho 
s[iar deck is deacribed as lieiiig perfectly 
intact. Had it been pos.sibie to keep tho 
engine-rooni dry the engine pumps, with 
those taken down to Sagaini, might have 
boon available in taking tho vessel off, 
but now bulkheads and engine shafting 
have been destroyed, the whole bottom of 
the ship in tho neighborhood of the en- 
giiio-rooni appoar.s to bo crushed in, and 
nothing remains but to wreck tliB vessel. 
With the appliancos now in Japan thoro 
is no chance of getting the ship off. 

The total amount of ailk shipped from 
Japan during tho past year was 25, -100 
bales, being a falling off of 45O0 bales aa 
compared with the previous year. 

Tho Amoricaii Charge d' Alhiirea at 
.Seoul, Corea, in reply to a quoation, is 
reported to have said that the procoodings 
of the tBritiah government with respect 
to the occupation of Port Hamilton, have 
not a shadow of roasmi or instice, and 
that there is no precedent for awrh an ac- 
tion in tho lubtory of intortia'.ional re- 
lations. 

l iformation haa been received that on 
the arrival of the Union Compsvny's steam- 
ship Sauanti Maru at Ishibama, Sendal, 
with 150 convicts on board, n mutiny 

broke out ainimg the prisoners, and order 
waa not restored until one of the wtirdeiia 
shot down two of tho riiigleatlors. 

It is said to be the intention of tho au- 
thorities to construct aomo 800 Krupp 
guna at the Osaka aisenal. 

According to a recent return of the 
Public Works Department, tho yield of 
of gold, silver and copper mines in 188-1 
decreased as compared with 188,'!, but the 
yield of coal doubled tho quantity in tho 
previous year. 

CHINA. 

In the matter uf the delimitation of the 
.-\moor friuitier, the Russians aro repent- 
ing their tactics in the case of the Cabul 
commission, refusing to send their com- 
iiiifisioiior on various pretexts. China is 
[H'opared to make the boundary aa she 
i-ocs fit if Russia cnntinuos thia policy. 

The ship Spoke Hall, foundered recent- 
ly in the gulf of Aden in a cyclone, and 
tho chief mate was the only person saved. 
He was picked up by the steamer Peiho. 

In coiiaeiiueiicu of large arrears of pay 
ah lut yO.'lO Chiiioso troops at Hi rebelled 
and made an attack on the city. They 
were driven olF, but returned in good 
order, and much trouble is feared. 

Chang Cheng, late commander of tho 
lU-fated lleet of warahipa at tho bnmhard- 
nieut of Pagoda anchorage, ia now (July 
2nd) impriaonod in the board of punish- 
ments, at Neutain, awaiting tha autumn 
aaaizos to undergo his death aontenco. 
Chang was a pupil under Captains Swtiiii- 
aoii und Tracy of the British navy. Ho 
was a clever, ablo fellow, tind it ia a great 
pity that hia life should bo sacriliced in 
thia rutlilesa and barbarous way. 

COllKA. 

It is atatod that tho Russians have 
erected two batteries, throe barrack.?, five 
atorea and two landing wharves on tho 
island of Quelpart, without waiting for 
the consent of tho Corean government.

American cutlery Is now finding its way 
All over the wodd, and knives, shears, 
BcytUos. and pluuo-i of our uianufacturo 
are to bo found In !ho waroUouseB of most 
large Eugliah ciliea lu la?^ tlio Impor- 
tation of cutlery into tbo United States 
amounted to iJlO, 500,0^0, which was cut 
down ill 1880 to about ^siJUO.OOOa year, 
besides which $ 1 00, 000 worth of domestic 
goods wore exported in that year. In tho 

Uianufacturo of axes, the I nitcd States 
liavo made the most marvelous advances, 
surpassing all other countries, except 
Canada, which bears an equally good rep- 
utation for making these useful implo- 
meuta ^ 

Good table knives are made of steel and 
iron welded togotlior; the part which 

. goes into the handlo (called technically 

. the tang in Englandj and the shoulder are 
of iron, and the Made of steel The tafag 
and shoulder are forged from bar'iron. 

' and the blade from shcnr or cast' stool. 

" Jinife blades, ni/.or blades, and oiher 
small articles ore usuallv forged into their 
required Bh-<pu while »tlll attached to tho 
bar, which serves for the workmen to 
hold them by. ^Vhon the bar becomes 
too short, it is grasped in a pair of ton^ 
hold cl«8u by a ring which clamps tbem 
hy sliding up their conical handles. Two 
men aru -uployed in forgincr such work. 
Tho principal workman, or Ureman, as ue 
is sometimes culled, uses a small hammer 
of two to four pouiuls wcii^'ht, while the 
huiiim.,'nn;m wieKis tbo sleilL;o biimincr, 
weighini,' fi om ten to iiftcuii poiuuls. Tlie 
lireiuun, who attends tlio beating as well 
as the uuvil work, iliic- ts the hiiiiuner- 
muu, whose bl^'ws merely follow thoso of 
tbo small directing hammer of tho tire- 
man. 

In drawing down or reducing a bar 
both in length and width, the tiat face of 
the hainmur is used; but whoa the 1 >iglh 
or breadth alouo is to be oxtended, only 
the narrow edge of the hammer is used, 
'i'he oonciivit}- of ra^or blades la inaiie by 
hammering the blade on a small ^ound- 
faced anvil; tho notch, or nail hole,' of a 
penknife is struf-lv by means of a chisel of 
the required form. Superior work, such 
as razor blades, arc "smithed" after forg 
iug, that is, beaten upon an anvil, to con- 
dense tho metal as much as po-a^ible, and 
sli,i;luly ground or scorched upon a rough 
stone, to Unish the shaping and remove 
tho scale, or black oxidized surface, which 
would interfere with the color of tho 
tempering. 

Common knives are made entirely of 
iron, and tho diU'eroiico of prices arises 
not merely from tho duTorenco in cost of 
the material, but from tho greater facility 
of working. :It should also oe undorstood 
that, in many articles composed of steel 
welded to Iron, tho saving of steel 
is not tho only advantage, for steel being 
more brittle than wrought iron, it is very 
desirable, in all articles subject to a tranS' 
verse breaking strain or to concussion, 
that every part except tho cutting or 
working edge should be of iron. Thus ii 
liatcbct made entirely of steel would be 
less durable than one of iron with a 
welded slcol cutting edge, and so of other 
articles. 

Table forks aro forged rudely into tho 
shape rei|uircd, first as though but a 
single thick prong were rcqidred. Tho 
part for the prongs is then beaten out, 
and a stamping die Is brought do%vn upon 
it, which forms the prongs, with a thin 
film of steel between thorn; this is cut out 
by a cutting die. 'I'hon they are softened 
and lilcd up, again hardened and tom- 
iiered and ground to smooth and finish. 
The dry grinding of forks, needles, etc., 
is a very deleterious trade, on a- count of 
tho particles of steel which enter 
tho nostrils of tho workmen, and 
produce most painful irritation, fol- 
lowed by a peculiar disease called "grind- 
er's asthma, " which is siiid to shorten life 
so seriously that few dry grinders, ex- 
posed to the stool dust, reach forty years 
of age. Many remedies have been pro- 
posed for this. A magnetic mouthpiece 
wasinvcDted, but the workmen would not 
wear it, on account of its novelty, its gro- 
tesque appearance, the trouble of clean- 
ing it, and the belief that if their trade 
were more healthy greater numbers would 
enter it, and wages bo reduced. A re- 
volving fan, which sets in motion a cur- 
rent of air, that is carried by a pipe to the 
outside of the buildiug, has been used 
with greater succes.s. and is now in gen- 
eral use when it can be applied, though 
its introduction was much opposed by the 
workmen.
